American Historians.—The London Zimes says: ‘Comparatively itew 
persons in this country are cognizant of the labors of the historians, topog- 
raphers, and antiquarians of the United States in the field of their earlier 
and obseurer history. It may be doubted ifin any department of literary 
inquiry greater assiduity has been shown, still less if in any department of 
spontaneous growth greater or equal activity exists. In virtue of this ac- 
tivity a literature has grown up on the other side of the Atlantic of peculiar 
interest as regards themselves, and of more importance even to us than is 
geuerally recognized, Interlacing as it does with the course and story of our 
progress, and reflecting light upon it from a hundred facets, it should be bet- 
ter known to English students than it has been up to this time. The Ameri- 
can writers are keenly alive to the expression of English criticism, and we, 
on the other side, have grounds for weleoming their contributions to a his- 
tory which is sometimes almost as much English as American. To speak 
metaphorically, literature as well as commerce, is called upon to submerge its 
Atlantie eable, and to bring together literary territories which lie apart, but 
of which the products may be more freely negotiated to our mutual advan- 


tage.”

The author says: ‘ About ten years ago, 
at the instance of my friend, James T. Fields, Esq., and with much misgiving, 
I ventured on the publication of a volume of poems, For the favor it has 
fuund with the public,—as evinced in a demand for sixteen editions of the 
book; and with the erities—as shown in many kind and scholarly reviews, 
—I take this occasion to express my grateful acknowledgments. Of the little 
which I have written since the first publication of that volume, the greater 
part will be found in this.

The rest of the pieces, 
for aught I can say, are as original as the verses of other men who have the 
misfortune to write at this rather late period in the history of letters; but if 
(as may possibly happen) any expressions which I have supposed to be my 
own, should be found in the works of earlier writers, I can only answer, 
with the hearty indignation of old Donatus:—‘ Pereant isti gui ante nostra 
dixerunt!’” 

Govtp & Lixcotn issue ‘‘ The Crucible; or, Tests of a Regenerate State : 
designed to bring to light suppressed Ifopes, expose false ones, and confirm 
the true,” by Rev. J. A. Goodhue, A. M., with an Introduction, by Rev. Ed- 
ward N. Kirk, D. D. “the volume now offered to the reader is the result 
of no transient thought or feeling.

It is called the “ Old Stone 
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Lewis & Bioop publish ‘“‘ The most material parts of Kent’s Commentaries, 
reduced to Questions and Answers,” by John C. Devereux, Counsellor-at- 
Law. The author observes: * This is the second of a series of five or more 
works, upon the same plan, intended for the use of students of the law chief- 
ly, which it is the purpose of the writer to complete without unnecessary 
delay. The first of the series, entitled ‘The Most Material Parts of Black- 
stone’s Commentaries reduced to Questions and Answers,’ appeared last 
year. There is already ample reason to believe that it has proved servicea- 
ble, and has supplied a want of the profession, Blackstone’s great work 
must ever continue a rade mecum, indispensable to all students and practi- 
tioners of the common law, yet a large portion of the learning in the Com- 
mentaries on the Laws of England has become, in this country, obsolete or 
inapplicable. Indeed, if we compare the works of Blackstone and Kent, in 
their relation respectively to the existing state of the law with us, the supe- 
riority of the American commentaries is manifest. The works differ oldie. 
not only in their plan, but in their mode of treating the various topies ent- 
braced in them. The first three volumes of Kent are devoted to subjects 
which, although mostly ineluded in the plan of the English commentator, he 
has treated superficially or failed altogether to consider. The principles and 
rules of law set forth in the American commentaries are living truths here, 
of daily and constant application, A distinguished American jurist, recently 
deceased, [Chief Justice Duer], says, speaking of Kent’s Commentaries, 
‘ They contain all the learning of real and permanent importance that is to 
be found in the Commentaries of Blackstone, if we except that portion of his 
work which relates to the English constitution and government, and they 
supply deficiencies that all the readers of Blackstone admit and regret. They 
are, indeed, exactly the work that the condition of our country and of the 
law, and the daily wants of its students and professors, had long demanded ; 
nor would it be easy to define the extent, or limit the duration of the bene- 
fits that have flowed, and must continue to flow, from its general reception, 
use and authority.’ This attempt to render the crowning work of Chaneel- 
lor Kent’s useful and distinguished career, into a form calculated to facilitate 
the acquisition of its valuable contents, is submitted with diffidence, but in 
the confident hope that it will command a place among works useful to the 
profession. It was undertaken and prosecuted, the writer is happy to say, 
with the knowledge and approval of the Hon. Willfim Kent. He, also, takes 
pleasure in stating that T. M. Lalor, Esq., author of ‘The Law of Rea! Pro- 
perty of the State of New York,’ published in 1855, has rendered the most 
valuable assistance in preparing this work.”
